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ACCIDENT AT REGINA. 


Two Normal Students Drowned 
im the Meservoir While 
Skating. 

Last Friday evening about six o’clock 
a sad drowning accident occurred at Re- 
gina. Several normal schoolstudents were 
skating on the reservoir and two of their 
number, Mr. F. Clarkson, of Seaforth, 
Ont., and Miss Montgomery, of Edmon- 
ton, skated away from the others, and as 
the night was dark, did not notice an 
pees sheet of water, into which they both 
plunged to their death. Willing hands 
worked till a late hour that night trying 
to recover the bodies, but without suc- 
cess. The following morning the search 
was continued and the remains of both 
were found. From all appearances Mr. 
Clarkson had saved himself, and seeing 
that his friend was drowning he threw 
off his coat and, handicapped by a pair 
of skates, jumped in the cold water and 
tried tosave her. Thus he died like a 
hero, having sacrificed his life for an- 
other. The watches of both had stopped 
4 few minutes before six o'clock, hence 
it is certain that it was dark when the 
accident happened. .

Caron, Nov. 29th, '99.—Threshing in 
this district has heen completed. During 
the past two months the four outfits of 
the district, namely, the Caron and Sum- 
merside Syndicate machines, the Getty 
Bros., and the Cross and Flack Syndi- 
cate, have been kept busy, the fine 
weather enabling them to get through 
with the work much sooner than would 
have been the case if the weather had 
been severe. It is estimated that over 
100,000 bushels of wheat have already 
aysates through the elevator at this point, 

per cent of which has graded No. 1 
hard, which means a eal under 
the present standards. For a time we 
kept the weighman busy. One day quite 
recently over twenty-two loads were 
waiting their turn at the elevator. The 
average yield throughout this settlement 
will exceed thirty bushels per acre ac- 
cording to the authorities. This 
may perhaps be doubted by some, but it 
aust be remembered that Caron is a 
banner district. The season was a very 
favorable one and consequently the two- 
crop stubble turned out nearly as well as 
summerfallow, the straw not being so 
rank and the heads bettér matured. We 
cannot attempt to give a listof individual 
yields, but we would mention a few re- 

resentative farmers just to show we 

now whereof we speak. For instance, 
Mr. A. H. Powell threshed 3,810 bushels 
wheat off 100 acres ; Ino. Hans had 2,675 
bushels wheat off sexenty-five acrea, his 
summerfallow yielding over forty bushb- 
els ; Jno. Campbell had 1,900 bushels off 
fifty-cight acres. Ths oat crop in the 
district did not turn out quite as well, 
| the average yield being between fifty and 
sixty bushels.—Quite a number of our 
eettlors have signified their intention of 
taking advantage of the C.P.R. excur- 
sions to the east this winter, among them 
being Mr. and Mrs. Ace Hurlbert, Mrs.

RUMORED GEN. METHUEN’S ARMY 
HAS ARRIVED. 


Kekewich and Bad«n-Powell Acting 
in Concert With Gen. Methuen— 
Ladysmith Relief Force. 


London, Dec. 3.—While ramors of 
the relief ot Kimberley are current on 
the stock exchange today, they may be 
premutue in their li eral sense, bat 
the.e seems no doubt that the pressure 
on the garrison has been much light- 
ened by General Methnen’s successes, 
and the ac ual release of the place 
must seemingly, be a fact very shortly. 
A clue to tue reasons for the urgeucy 
which dictated .General Methuen’s 
hur:ied mar h may be found in Gover- 
nor Milner’s hint that the relief com- 
mi tec of Cape Town should prepare 
t or the rec ption of 7,000 refugees, in- 
dicat ng that the garrison must have 
reas n to fear the reduction of Kimber- 
ley through starvation and disease. 

R-cent news from Kimberley comes 
by way of Pretoria and almost seems to 
show that Kimberley and Mafeking are 
acc’; gin concert with Ceneral Met- 
huen, for at the time a battle was rag- 
inz at Gras Pan, both Col. Kekewich 
and Col. Baden-Powell made sorties 
and assailed the beleaguers ‘The re- 
sult of the Mafeking sortie is not 
known, but according Yo a dispatch 
- from Pretoria Vol. Kekewick inflicted 
consider ble Joss on the Boers, two 
shelis kiliing nine and wounding seven- 
teen of a group of Bovrs. 

I: is reported that Gen. Methuen has 
resuined his march northwaed on Wed- 
nes ay and expected to form a junction 
with the Kimberley forces on Saturday 
or Sunday. It is suggested in some 
quarters that the Boer forces have been 
witiidrawn from north of Cape Colony 
and may be hurried to attack Gen. Met- 
huen’s ear. But reinforcements have 
been pushed rapidly forward from 
Orange river and De Aur and it is said 
they ougut to circumvent such designa. 

Fiom Lori Wolseley’s announcement 
that it hud been decided to call our 
one more division 1t appea s cle r that 
the war office does not ]vok fora speedy 
collupse of Boer resistance. 

‘ihe brief telegrams coming from 
Natal and the central theatre of the 
war, convey little  nfornation «about 
the situation. Naauwort reports that 
half of the Colesburg Dutch, who re- 
sponded to the Boer summous for mili- 
tary service have now returned to their 
homes, so perhaps the serious civil 
troubles hampe ing Gen. Gatacre may 
be lessened »nd military operation un- 
der his direction commence, 

So far as known the Ladysmith re- 
lief force is still at Frere, though 
the bridge perbaps was sufficiently re- 
paired to permit of its passage on Nov. 
30, in whict: case the opposing forces 
may already have come in c ntac: near 
Colenso, where, a parently, the Boers 
are stiongly entrenched on the uorth 
side of the river. 

A special dispatch from Pretoria. 
da ed Sunday, Nov. 26, says there was 
another sortie fr.m Mafeking on Sat- 
urday, Nov. 25. On the morning of 
th. t day the Chartered police attacked 
Eloff’s fort with great determinution. 
The tight w:.s progressing when this 
dipatch wass sent. 

Several ambniance trains left 
Mafeking on Nov. 25 for the Free 
State, where heavy fighting was ex- 
pected during the coming week, when 
the Boers would resiet the advance of 
the British in the direction of Kim- 
berley. 


London, Dec. 2.—The Paris corres- 
ponient of the Evening News tele- 
graphs to his paper that there is reason 
to believe Sir Edmund J. Morrison, Brit- 
ish ambassador to Fran: e, will shortly 
apply tor a prolonged absence us a pro- 
test against the attacks made by the 
French press on Queen Victoria and 
the Prince of Wales. 
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Fali River, Mass , Dec. 2.—All the 
cotton manufactories in the city repre- 
sented in the Fall River association de- 
nided they would grant an adavnce of 
10 per cent instead of 5 per cent in 
wa.es, beginning Monday, Dec. 11. In 
all about 28,000 hands will benefit by 
the raise.

The chief of police, who was quietly 
working on the matter, obtained an ad- 
missio. from the pri-oner that she had 
got the file from Mrs. Stripp. Taxed 
witb the matter, urs. Stripp at first 
denied it stoutly, but when shown con- 
clusively that a great deal was known 
about her actions, she gave up and ad- 
mitted having taken the file to the pris- 
oner. 

It is understood that not only a file 
but a bottle uf poison was carried in to 
the prisoner by Mrs. Siripp, but as this 
is not included ip the worrant, its 
troth will not be krown until the t ial. 
The supposition that Mrs. Stripp would 
aid an escape that would be immeci- 
ately traced to her would indicate that 
there must have been some strong mo- 
tive behind her action. At the same 
time, who could be interested is a my- 
stery, siuce the murderess is without a 
friend in the world, according to her 
own admission. 

The story of the fish pole was evid- 
ently a fabrication, ma e to sheld Mrs. 
Stripp. Mrs. Stripp has laid herself 
liable to imprisonment for two year.

The Boers have cut the 
existing dam three miles distant, allow- 
ing the water to run down toward their 
laagers into an old dry dam on the 
farm. This is believed to be the Free 
State base of operations on the western 
border. 

The official estimate places the nam- 
ber of Boer shells fired during the bom- 
bardment of Kimberley at about 1,000 
and ours at no fewer than 6u0. .As the 
enemy’s shells so frequently hit soft, 
sandy ground the explosive effect is 
greatly neutralized. ;
